It is to be regretted that these figures show a net loss of 41 as of Sep- 
tember 1, 1967 for the Templar year just ended, which reflects a simi- 
lar startling net loss by Grand Commandery as of June 30 totalling 
258. Grand Commandery statistics now show a net loss for a seventh 
consecutive year; Boston Commandery shows a net loss for a fifth 
consecutive year. For the first time since the year 1950 our member- 
ship has dropped below 1000 as of September 1, 1967. 

FINANCIAL: 

Unpaid dues as of September 1, 1967 show 54 Sir Knights owing a total 
of $815.
